ONE GIRL EMPLOYEE SERIOUSLY BURNED; 
FLAMES SWEEP PLANT FOLLOWING SERIES 
OF EXPLOSIONS; FLARES BURST IN AIR 


hire Started, It is Said, in Mixing Department Where Explo­ 
sives Were Put I ogether for Railroad and Airmail Signal 
Devices — Employees Forced to Flee from Building 


Nam es, following an explosion, according to employees, 
swept through the plant of Samuel Jackson A Sons, Inc., fuse- 
manufacturers, just south of Bristol Borough, this morning, 
destroying the building along with its contents and seriously 
burning a girl employee. 
I he* girl burned is Estelle M<jile, 24, of Emily Avenue, 
Croydon. 
Miss Meile was burned about the right shoulder, arm and 
face 
She is in the I larrlman I {capital. 
According to those who were at the scene at the time 
the fire started, there was a "swishing’ sound, followed b y a 
roar and then a sudden burst of flame. 
Mi ss Meile was working in the mixing department when 
the explosion occurred. She could not get out of the danger 
zone. 
I lie other employees escaped without injury. There 
were about I 2 or IS in the building at the time of the fire, 
I he building, a concrete and brick structure, was located 
along State Road, about midway between Bristol and Croy­ 
don. It was one story in height and stood in an isolated loca­ 
tion away from any other ne arby structures. 
I he flames soon turned the structure into a roaring furnace 
and dense clouds of black smoke covered the 
vicinity. 
I ongues of flames leaped into the air and at frequent intervals 
explosions and detonations resounded 
inside 
the building.
